Health that recommends the paste, so it has the 
flavor of officiality as well as of onions, which 
forming a principal ingredient make themselves 
known at once. Other health boards are spread- 
ing the same 
tidings. 
Here is the 
remedy: 


"Take six or ten raw onions, according to size, 
and chop them fine, put in a large spicier, and 
over a hot fire; then add the same quantity of rye 
meal and vinegar, enough to form a thick paste. 
Stir thoroughly, letting it simmer five or ten 
minutes. 
Then put it into a cotton bag large 


enough to cover the lungs, and apply to chest as 
hot as patient can bear it. In about ten minutes 
apply another, and continue by reheating the poul- 
tices, and in a few minutes the patient will be out 
of danger. 
This poultice is reported to have 


•uorKcd very successfully in the town of Wash- 
ington.
